A few miles from the shore there rose a 


loftv. loclcy islaud. precipitous on all sides 
save one; its summit crested with trees, its 
base woru by the restless waves. 
Opposite 


this was n rocky shore, with cliffs crowned 


•with tho primeval forest. 
From this poud 


the strait began, and went on for miles, till 
it reached the Basiii, forming a majestic 
avenue, with ft sublime jatewar. 
Ou one 


side of this gateway were rocky shores, re- 
ceedtug into wooded hills: while on the 
other was a towe.-ing cliff, standing apart 
from the shore, rising abruptly from the 
water, torn by the 
tempest, and woru by 


the tide. 
From this the precipitous 
cliff 


ran on for miles, forming one side of the 
strait, till it terminated in a majestic prom- 
ontory. 


This promontory rose on one side; and on 


tlio other a lofty, wooded island, inside of 
which was a winding shore, curving into a 
harbor. 
Here the strait terminated; ard 


beyond tiiifi the waters of the Basin of Minas 
spread away for many a mile, surromided 
on every side by green, wooded shores.

one place was a cluster of small islands: in 
another rivers rolled their turbid floods, 
bearing with them the sediment of long nud 
fur tile valleys.

course to tho southward, (hoy sailed onWnrd 
for a few miles farther. 
The captaiu had 


been here before, and was anxious to nnd 
his former anchorage. 
On the former oc- 


casion he had waited outside, nud sent in for 


R pilot: but now he had ventured inside 
\vithuut one, trusting to his memory. 
He 


knew well the perils that attend upon 
navigation in this 
place, and was 
not 


inclined to risk too much. 
For hero were 


the highest tides in the world to be on- 
countered, and swift currents, nnd sudden 
gusts of wind, find far-sprending tihorils, find 
treacherous (jnieksnndR. 


The nearest shore was very low; nnd tho 


landing-place was two or throe miles farther 
on. in the distance the laud rose higher, 
and was covered with trees, with hero anil 
there a clearing. 
The land which they first 


approached was well wooded on tho water- , 
side; but, on passing this, the whok scene 
changed. This land wan fin is anil, fibout 
j 


two miles distant from tho shore, with its ! 
inner Hide cleared, and dotted with houses 
nnd barns. 
I>ctweou this and the shore 


there extended a continuous tract of low 
land, which had evidently once been a salt- 
water marsh; for along the water's edge the 
coarse grass grew luxuriantly. 
But a little 


distance buck there was a dike, about six or 
eight feet high, which rnn from the island to 
the shore, and evidently protected the in- 
tervening level from tho sen.

Beyond 
this lay tho blue waters of Minus Basin, on 
whoso bosom floated Iho ship 
and tho 


schooner; while iu tho distance rose the cliff 
which marked the entrance into the Basin, 
nnd all the enclosing shores.—[From Prof.

close prices. 


The advantages resulting fro:n tdlressing 


the public are that: — 


If the goods have merit tlie demand will 


increase steadily and rapidly. 


The manufacturer 
of goods favorably 


known can always exact his own terms, and 
jobbers and commission merchant* will be 
compelled in self-interest to become fictiv* 
and tiling agents in his interest instead of 
obstacles to his success. 


The most noted and celebrated mtuufac- 


turers are those who have addressed the 
public. Their wares are the last to feel the 
effects of the panics, and the first to show 
signs of activity after depressed periods. 


The cost of addressing the public is uiore 


than paid for—by the increased sales, and 
partly from the right of exacting better 
terras; and, for (lie reason that you greatly 
aid the jobbing merchant, you can reason- 
ably demand the best terms. 


There are many disadvantages attending 


making goods with a fictitious trade mark to 
suit customers. 
It makes the manufacturer 


a mere workman for the seller, and gives 
the seller an opportunity of filrmding be- 
tween the maker and the consumer, and as 
a natural consequence tho manufacturer is 
always at tiie mercy of any one who will 
undertake to supply the retail dealer with 
the same line of goods at leas price; where- 
as, if the maker insists on having his own 
trade mark on his gooda they are Bold on 
their merits, and his rights are respected 
and appreciated by all concerned.
